This was supported by the return to Britain during the 
afternoon of some of the Commandos who had accomplished 
their mission speedily. 
The main battle roared on, however, and the possibil­ 
ities inherent iitvthe situation increased as night approached. 
” Ym* constant procession of more than 1,000 United 
States army, RAF and Royal Canadian Air Force fighter» 
and bombers from British frontline airdromes to the battle 
zone in France suggested that, at least, the great assault 
might be a test to determine whether such an aerial “ hig- 
top” could positively protect a true invasion force alhday 
long. 
The planes shuttled to the attack and back for reloading 
and refueling so quickly that the scene at British air drome« 
recalled the battle of Britain in the fall of 19 40. 
Despite the great concentration of planes, it was re­ 
ported reliably that no parachutists were used. 
The Americans, carefully chosen volunteers called the 
Rangers, were the first American fighting men to set foot 
on German-controlled soil in this war and the first to go 
into action in Europe since 19 18.

The Russians and the British must be at least 
as confused as Americans about the grand strategy 
of this war. 
The head of the most important land 
combatant finally has met with the head of one of j 
the other three major combatants. 
But Mr. Stalin 
never has talked to President Roosevelt. 
His gen- j 
erals are not acquainted with the generals of the 
United States and Great Britain. 
There apparently j 
Is nothing more than nominal cooperation between 
China and its allies, with the possible exception of 
Russig. 
The United Nations as a military coalition 
can make no decisions 
because 
It has no common 
leadership. 
It has been obvious since the beginning of Ger­ 
many’s invasion of Russia that Adolf Hitler could 
bring tHftt adventure to a successful conclusion only 
If given the advantage of security on the western 
front. 
He would have to be forced to fight World 
war II on two fronts, the tragic mistake of the Ger­ 
man militarists of World war I. But in August, 1942, 
with the war closing its third year, Germany’s land 
position is stronger than It ever was before. 
Prance 
has been destroyed. Russia’s resistance is being worn 
down rapidly. There are at least a dozen compelling 
reasons why Great 
Britain 
and the United States 
can’t dtp anything about it. 
Yet, unless something 
is done ’¿bout it the war may be won by the Axis. 
The seeand front may be opened against Russia In 
feiberlai*-Instead of for Russia in Europe. 
T h e ff Is no doubt that Messrs. Churchill and 
Stalin had plenty to talk about, but there remains 
considafr&le doubt about what they had to say.

WARNS OF FOOD SHORTAGE 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 19—The United States and 
the other United Nations are headed straight for an 
acute food shortage, Chairman 
Hampton 
Fulmer 
tD-SC) of the house agriculture committee said to­ 
day, and nothing is being done about It. 
It will come about the end of 1943. the outspoken 
Carolina farmer predicted in an interview, and ‘‘the 
officials and bureaucrats handling the program now 
won’t do anything about it until it smacks them right 
in the face.” 
Fulmer said he based 
his 
belief on a growing 
shortage of farm labor and what he described as an 
increasing tendency» to disregard 
the 
problems of 
the farmer. 
Meanwhile, the War Production Board's food re- 
lunements commute headed by Secretary of Agri- 
ulture Wickard recommended government alloca- 
ion of meats to butcher shops and other retail out­ 
lets t-o permit equitable distribution of limited sup­ 
plies. 
The recommendation resulted from an unpre- 
eciented war demand for meats during a seasonal 
hoitage that developed In several sections of the 
j ountry, particularly In the east. 
i 
Fulmer asserted that despite governmental pleas 
i Tor bumper crops to furnish food for the United 
Nations, the war food program is falling down be- 
| ause farmers simply cannot get the labor they need 
j .) raise big crops. 
He attributes this condition to the draft and the 
•ttractive pay offered by industry. 
The only solution he could see, he said, was to 
joost farmers' income to permit 
the 
payment of 
vsges that could compete with off-the-farm pay 
To this end, Fulmer said he planned to begin hear­ 
ings soon on legislation to revise the parity formula 
cs gned to give fanners a purchasing power In pro­ 
portion to that of other groups.

Chil­ 
dren have not developed their im ­ 
munities yet and any germ may lay 
them low. When a person has lived 
as long as I have an this vale of 
germs, he has 
been 
exposed 
to 
nearly everything 
in 
the way of 
bacterial life and 
has 
developed 
protections. I could go 
into 
any 
epidemic with a 
good 
chance of 
coming out unscathed. 
I 
haven’t 
even had a cold for ten years. 
Infant Immunity Ends 
But not so the beginning citizen. 
New-born babies have a passive 
immunity to most contagions whifh 
they get from their mothers. But 
this w'ears out at the end of six or 
eight 
months. 
These 
new-born 
babies are not exposed 
to 
much 
cross infection. Their milk supply 
is, or should be, uninfected 
At about six months, as T said, 
the 
passive 
immunity 
begins to 
wear off and the individual has to 
develop active immunity from his 
own cells. 
He either does this or 
active immunity Is artificially sup­ 
plied to him by vaccines.

T he three violent deaths clim­ 
axed Cleveland’s 
“jitterbug” 
vice 
cases in which Spuriel, 
a 
Negro, 
was the convicted, key character in 
tlfe debauchery of four white girls. 
Dead, besides Spuriel, were Doris 
McConnell, 28 and white, recently 
arrested on a vice 
charge, 
and 
Patrolm an 
Howard 
T aft of the 
Elyria police departm ent. 
Miss McConnell's nude and b at­ 
tered body was found stuffed into 
the trunk com partm ent of Spuriel’s 
coupe when Patrolm an T aft and a 
partner investigated an Elyria tra f­ 
fic 
collision 
involving the 
coupe 
last night. 
Dr S. C. 
W ard. 
Lorain 
ounty 
coroner, said the woman had been 
"badly beaten” from eight to 20 
hours earlier, perhaps w ith a whip. 
Apparently Quarreled 
Detective 
Sergeant 
M artin 
P. 
Cooney, 
chief of 
the 
homicide 
squad, said Spuriel and Miss Mc­ 
Connell had apparently quarreled 
in the rooms over Spuriel's Cleve­ 
land night 
club 
and 
later a t a 
house operated by Spuriel.’ 
Spuriel was one of 12 m en sen­ 
tenced last April in the “Jitterbug" 
cases, 
which 
involved 
teen-age 
white girls, frequenters of Negro 
night clubs. 
He served 
two 
days of a nine- 
m onth sentence, then was released 
because of an appeal from the con­ 
viction. On June 9 , he 
and 
Miss 
McConnell 
were 
arrested 
along 
with another white woman, identi­ 
fied as Spuriel's wife, on charges 
of occupying and operating a vice 
resort. The cases 
were

been heatd next Friday. 
The Cleveland vice ilgure opened 
fire on Patrolm an T aft as he was 
being taken to police headquarters 
last night 
after 
his car w as in­ 
volved in a collision with another 
operated by an Elyria woman. 
Patrolm an Don Andress, who was 
being taken to his home by T aft 
when the latter was directed to in­ 
vestigate the collision, 
gave 
this 
account of the shootings: 
T aft started 
to drive Spuriel’s 
car to police 
headquarters,

Spuriel beside him , while Andress 
followed in the police cruiser. Af­
